speed  limit,  a factor  that  has  apparently  been 
turned  into  an  escape  clause  for  those  charged 
with  the  real  responsibility  for  its  safety. 
‘I  o throw  the  onus  on  the  Police  Department 
for  iu  operation,  as  this  docs,  is  merely  to 
evade  the  issue,  which  is  that  any  pc^ssible 
public  danger  attached  to  (he  use  of  ilie 
bridge  should  have  prior  attention  over  al- 
most any  other  civic  project 

This  newspaper  ccmductcd  a private  time- 
check  of  traffic  over  the  Point  hlhce  structure 
last  week.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  most  drivers 
that  the  majority  of  them  scrupulously  ob- 
served the  speed  limit  during  the  periods 
noted,  but  some  did  not.  thereby  creating  thr 
verV  danger  emphasi/cd  by  the  ('lark  report 
SIX  months  ago.
